He muſt not make himſelf a 
Judge, where he has nothing to do but obey. 
What Reaſon have we to be afraid or jealous? 
Our Miſery can be no Benefit to the Kix;

And, therefore, in our private Station, to take 
Things as they are, and to be heartily Loyal, 
is the only way to preſerve our Peace.
